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50, when the Great Chief in Washington sends 
word that he wishes to buy our land, he asks 
. much of us. 


The Great Chief sends word he will reserve us a 
place so that we can live comfortably to ourselves. 
He will be our father and we will be his children. 


So we will consider your offer to buy our land. 
But it will not be easy. For this land is sacred to 
us. 


This shining water that moves in the streams and 
rivers is not just water but the blood of our 
ancestors. If we sell you land you must remember 
that it is sacred and that each ghostly reflection 
in the clear water of the lakes tells of events and 
memories in the life of my people. The water's 
murmur is the voice of my fathers’s father. 


The rivers are our brothers, they quench our 
thirst. The rivers carry our canoes, and feed our 
children. If we sell you our land, you must 
remember, and teach your children, that the rivers 
are our brothers, and yours, and you must 
henceforth give the rivers the Kindness you would 
give any brother. 


The red man has always retreated before the 
advancing white man, as the mist of the 
mountains runs before the morning sun, But the 
ashes of our fathers are sacred. Their graves are 
holy ground, and so these hills, these trees, this 
portion of the earth is consecrated to us. We 
Know that the white man does not understand our 
ways. Our portion of land is the same to him as 
the next, for he is a stranger who comes in the 
night and takes from the land whatever he needs. 
The earth is not his brother, but his enemy, and 
when he has conquered it, he moves on. He leaves 
his fathers’ graves behind, and he does not care. 
He Kidnaps the earth from children. He does not 
care. His fathers’ graves and his children’s 
birthright are forgotten. He treats his mother, the 


earth, and his brother, the sky, as things to be 
bought, plundered, sold like sheep or bright beads. 
His appetite will devour the earth and leave 
behind a desert. 


1 do not Know. Our ways are different from your 
ways. The sight of your cities pains the eyes of 
the red man. But perhaps it is because the red 
man is a savage and does not understand. 


There is no quiet place in the white man’s cities. 
No place to hear the unfurling of leaves in spring 
or the rustle of insect’s wings. But perhaps it is 
because 1 am a savage and do not understand. 
The clatter seems to insult the ears. And what is 
there to life if a man cannot hear the lonely cry 
of the whippoorwill or the arguments of the frogs 
around a pond at night? 1 am a red man and do 
not understand. The Indian prefers the soft sound 
of the wind darting over the face of a pond, and 
the smell of the wind itself, cleansed by a midday 
rain or scented with the pinion pine. 


The air is precious to the red man for all things 
share the same breath...the beast, the tree, the 
man, they afl share the same breath. The white 
man does not seem to notice the air he breathes. 
Like a man dying for many days, he is numb to 
the stench. But if we sell you our fand, you must 
remember that the air is precious to us, that the 
air shares its spirit with all the life it supports. 
The wind that gave our grandfather his first 
breath also receives his last sigh. And the wind 
must also give our children the spirit of life. And 
if we sell you our land, you must Keep it apart 
and sacred, as a place where even the white man 
can go to taste the wind that is sweetened by the 
meadow’s flowers. 


So we will consider your offer to buy our land. af 
we decide to accept, 1 will make one condition: 
The white man must treat the beasts of this land 
as his brothers. 


J am a savage and 1 do not understand any other 
way. 1 have seen a thousand rotting buffalos on 
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the prairie, left by the white man who shot them 
from a passing train. 1 am a savage and 1 do not 
understand how the smoking iron horse can be 
more important than the buffalo that we Kill only 
to stay alive. 


You must teach your children that the ground 
beneath their feet is the ashes of our grandfathers. 
So that they will respect the land, tell your 
children that the earth is rich with the lives of 
our Kin. Teach your children what we have 
taught our children, that the earth is our mother. 
Whatever befalls the earth befalls the sons of the 
earth. If men spit upon the ground, they spit 
upon themselves. 


This we Know. The earth does not belong to man; 
man belongs to the earth. This we know. Al 
things are connected like the blood which unites 
one family. AM things are connected. 


Whatever befalls the earth befalls the sons of the 
earth. Man did not weave the web of life, he is 
merely a strand in it. Whatever he does to the 
web, he does to himself. 


But we will consider your offer to go the 
reservation you have for my people. We will live 
apart and in peace. It matters little where we 
spend the rest of our days. Our children have seen 
their fathers humbled in defeat. Our warriors 
have felt shame, and after defeat they turn their 
days in idleness and contaminate their bodies 
with sweet foods and strong drink, It matters 
little where we pass the rest of our days. They 
are not many. A few more hours, a few more 
winters, and none of the children of the great 
tribes that one lived on this earth or that roam 
now in small bands in the woods will be left to 
moum the graves of a people once as powerful 
and hopeful as yours. But why should I moun 
the passing of my people? Tribes are made of 
men, nothing more. Men come and go, like the 
waves of the sea. 


Even the white man, whose God walks and talks 


with him as friend te ,. innot be exempt 
from the common destiny. We may be brothers 
after all, we shall see. One thing we know, which 
the white man may one day discover...our God is 
the same God. You may think now that you own 
Him as you wish to own our land, but you 
cannot. He is the God of man and His compassion 
is equal for the red man and the white. This 
earth is précious to Him and to harm the earth is 
to heap contempt on its Creator. The whites too 
shall pass; perhaps sooner than afl other tribes. 
Continue to contaminate your bed and you will 
one night suffocate in your own waste. 


But in your perishing you will shine brightly, 
fired by the strength of the God who brought you 
to this land and for some special purpose gave you 
dominion over this land and over the red man. 
That destiny is a mystery to us, for we do not 
understand when the buffalo are all slaughtered, 
the wild horses are tamed, the secret corners of 
the forest heavy with the scent of many men and 
the view of the ripe hills blotted by talking wires. 


Where is the thicket? Gone. Where is the eagle? 
Gone. And what is to say goodbye to the swift 
pony and the hunt? The end of living and the 
beginning of survival. 


So we will consider your offer to buy our land. If 
we agree it will be to secure the reservation you 
have promised. There, perhaps, we may five out 
our brief days as we wish, When the last red 
man has vanished from this earth, and his 
memory is only the shadow of a cloud moving 
across the prairie, these shores and forests will 
still hold the spirits of my people. For they love 
this earth as the new-born loves its mother’s 
heartbeat. So if we sell you our land, love it as 
we have loved it. Care for it as we’ve cared for 
it. Hold in your mind the memory of the land as 
it is when you take it. And with all your 
strength, with afl your mind, with all your heart, 
preserve it for your children and love it...as God 
loves us all

Except that a family member has been directly involved in the 
writing, and preparatory work related to publication, it is 
considered to be almost impossible to imagine, or comprehend, the 
tremendous amount of time, energy and effort that. has been applied to 
these tasks.

Deas...for assistance. To shorten a very long story, Glen accepted 
the challenge and within a matter of a couple of days was able to 
write a separate program to solve the problem and salvage the 
tremendous amount of work that had been done. You will know that not 
only is Glen a computer "whiz", but also a very interested and 
dedicated family member. 


A very special thanks is also extended to Bennett Peterson and Nolan 
Hensarling, both of whom rode the waves during this stormy period.

The Southern part 
of old Dobbs became Lenoir County in February 
1792 and inherited all records of Johnson 
€1746-59)3 Dobbs 1759-17923 Lenoir from 1792 ts 
burning (April #1, 188@) of its records." 
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"Information copied froma manuscript copy of 
Tour (Journal) of Rev. Morgan Edwards of 
Pennsylvania; to the American Baptists in North 
Carelina in 1772-73, which manuscript is in the 
Rare Book Collection of the State Library of NC;

There are some who will say that the 
following article "has no purpose" in a "family" 
newsletter. (And they are perhaps right.) An 
explanation for its appearance, therefore, seems 
appropriate. 


The plight of the Native American Indian 
is well known by all. As children, we learned that 
Indians lived in America prior to our ancestors 
arrival. It is known that the very lands upon which 
all of us now reside were at one time possessed 
by them. It is documented that they lived and 
roamed over most of North America 14-15,000 
years before the early Colonial settlements along 
the Eastern Coast. 


Itis, perhaps, unfortunate that what some 
(most) learned was largely tainted and that the 
Indians were always portrayed as the “bad guys". 
After all, they had no schools, no recognized and 
"acceptable" religion or political structure. How 
possibly could they know right from wrong? How 
could they communicate? How could they 
maintain the civility of a social structure in which 
to live? 


This writer does not profess to know the 
answers to such questions. What follows does, 
however, suggest that the Native American Indian 
did have a reverence, knowledge and deep 
respect for what they had and from whence it 
came. They were mindful of the obligations to 
ensure that their children, and their children’s 
children, would also possess these traits. 


One such Indian was Chief Seattle. 


By a little church on Bainbridge Island, 
within sight of the modern city of Seattle, WA, to 
whom he gave his name, lies the carefully-tended 
grave of a great Indian, Chief Sealth (spelled 
Seattle by early white settlers). While fearing the 
intentions of white men, he had welcomed them 
nonetheless and even accepted their God, 
becoming a very good Christian. He died in his 
eighties in June 1866. 


Twelve years earlier, in his elegant native 
language, Duteamnish, Chief Seattle delivered the 
greatest, most tragic oration of his life at an 
assembly of tribes preparing to sign treaties with 


the whites who had overrun their lands. 
Fortunately, a young Seattle pioneer, Dr. Smith, 
took down what he said. Dr. Smith maintained 
afterward that his English was inadequate to 
render the full beauty of the great chief's imagery 
and thought. 


What follows are the recorded words of 
Chief Seattle. As you read them you may want to 
try and find a "message" of sorts that all can 
understand. 


The Great Chief in Washington sends word that 
he wishes to buy our land. 


The Great Chief also sends us words of friendship 
and good will This is Kind of him, since we 
Know fe fas little need of our friendship in 
return. 


But we will consider your offer. For we kKyow 
that if we do not sell, the white man may come 
with guns and take our land. 


How can you buy or sell the sky, the warmth of 
the land? The idea is strange to us. 


If we do not own the freshness of the air and the 
sparkle of water, how can you buy them? 


Every part of this earth is sacred to my people. 
Every shining pine needle, every sandy shore, 
every mist in the dark woods, every clearing and 
fumoming insect is holy in the memory and 
experience of my people. The sap which courses 
through the trees carries the memories of the red 
man. 


The white man’s dead forget the country of their 
birth when they go to walk among the stars. Our 
dead never forget this beautiful earth, for it is the 
mother of the red man. We are part of the earth 
and it is part of us. 


The perfumed flowers are our sisters;the deer, the 
horse, the great eagle, these are our brothers. The 
rocky crests, the juices of the meadows, the body 
heat of the pony, and man...all belong to the same

One day in 1986, 1 received a phone call from a person who identified himself as Les 
Easterling to let me Know that the EFGS wanted to honor our mother with a Life Member 
Award for contributions to the Society. At that time, 1 vaguely Knew the name as Mom 
had indicated she had corresponded with Les and had spoKen to him on the phone a number 
of times. She was very appreciative of her family link to the Easterlings and had previously 
expressed a desire to go to the Annual Meeting and Reunion that Labor Day weekend in 
1986. 1 had already determined that 1 was going to take her if at all possible. 


After Les called to let me Know that the Society wanted to bestow this esteemed 
honor to her, 1 Knew that there would be no conflict of schedule that would deter me. Little 
did 1 Know the importance of that decision to our whole family! 


My mom spent her life helping others from an early age and continued to do so up | 
until the time that Alzheimer’s robbed her of her rich talents to do so. She never sought 
recognition or fame and generally down played any personal acclaim but in her heart she 
rejoiced in helping others and just a sincere thank you was recognition enough to her. 


Out of that fateful trip grew a bond of love and appreciation for her life’s efforts for 
us. Although we were very much aware of her many works such as being the author of the 
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Historical Collections of Richland Church and the co-author of the History of Twiggs 
County, holding numerous posts and offices in the DAR, UDC, Georgia Society of Dames 
and other organizations, my son, Mike, and 1 were now with a group of people whose efforts 
were focused along a line that Mom not only identified with but dearly cherished what they 
were doing. ‘This was validation to her work, She was often a lonely voice in her 
community seeking to preserve our heritage. . 


She truly understood in a way that few do the profound significance of the accurate 
preservation of both family and community history. She found in the Easterlings the Kindred 
souls that she had often sought and hoped to see in others. She thrived on serious research; 
it challenged her and set the fires of Knowledge burning in her. 


What 1 didn’t realize until somewhat later was that probably the most precious thing 
that would come from this trip and the ones subsequent to it would be the bonding that 
would come from these times together for both my son, Mike, and myself with Mom. Mike 
could see at the age of 13 what 1 did not see until a later age personally of the passion that 
she had for others, her abilities as a leader and the strong inner force that was her 
sustenance 

Fortunately, 1 really began to understand the value of her works in my early thirties 
and took time to listen and begin to learn. Everything 1 can remember that she told me is 
documented and even now we discover new items as we catalogue her documents. We 
discover hundreds of letters from hundreds of individuals from all over the United States 
seeking genealogical information and from subsequent thank you letters Knowing that they 
were faithfully answered and most often with helpful information. 


Initially, when the Alzheimer’s began to take its toll, all of us lamented the loss of 
her talents but now we take comfort in the Knowledge that her life’s work is preserved and 


will continue to five on. 


This is the only tribute that she wanted was to Know that her work would not be 
lost. 


‘We are comforted, too, in the Knowledge that she is now with God whom she loved 
and served faithfully.

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ESCAPE AND RETURN 


Between the hours of 5-6:00 P.M. on May 29, 1943, the pilot and his crew of a B-17 bomber 
were returning to base after a successful mission in Germany-occupied France. The plane was over 
the village of Plourhan, in Bretagne near St. Quay-Portreaux, when hit by enemy artillery ground fire 
and shells from Nazi aircraft. Damage sustained in this enemy action forced the pilot to make the 
decision to evacuate the aircraft. He issued orders for his crew to parachute knowing they would land 
in enemy territory. After jumping from the disabled aircraft, it continued to a location some one and one- 
half miles off the shore and crashed. 


The pilot can still remember his decent to the ground. He was deeply concerned for his crew 
members knowing there were enemy soldiers in and around the area. Looking down on the area of 
his landing site he recalls seeing several farmers tending their fields. The parachute, upon landing, was 
caught in trees. He was suspended by the harness lines. 


Almost at once, two young men were running toward him and immediately helped him detach 
from the harness. After this was done, they quickly moved him out of the open field, down a deep gully 
and into another pasture. In this pasture, there was a large tree. It was here he was told to remain 
hidden until they returned. It was then that he realized that these caring and concerned villagers were, 
in fact, two very young boys no more than 14-15 in age. They were members of the French resistance, 
and they were doing everything they could to assure his safety and keep him away from the German 
forces. Death by a firing squad was the penalty they would suffer if caught aiding the pilot. 


After darkness fell that evening, others came and took him to the village and into the home of 
one of these brave and courageous people. Later, he was taken to a sanitorium that was used to 
shelter others in his same plight. After a short stay there, they arranged to have him moved through 
the French Underground to Spain, then Portugal and, at last, to London and freedom. All the members 
of his crew survived, also. 


Almost 44 years to the exact date, time and place of his parachute landing in that French field, 
he once again was standing with Henri Poulouin...one of the young boys of the French resistance who 
had met him when he touched the ground. He was invited back to dedicate a war memorial in the town 


of Plourhan, France, on the Brittany Coast.

HERE WE GO AGAIN! 


A company located in Bath, OH 
d.b.a. Halbert’s, is currently promoting the 
sale of a book titled, "The World Book Of 
Easterling." In an attempt to add 
credence to their newest effort, they have 
added the name of one J. C. Easterling to 
the return address of the company. The 
Society found out from a company 
representative that J. C. Easterling 
granted the company permission to use 
his name. If you receive a promotional 
letter, you will note that he does not sign 
it. 


Books, such as this latest one, are 
mostly generic in their content and 
contain little, if any, documented 
information about the family name 
embossed upon its cover. They do not 
contain any genealogical information 


specific to a family, tho’ there is some 
general information presented to suggest 
ways for you to conduct your own 
research. 


An "international directory?" There 
is a listing of names and addresses of 
those having the name of Easterling in 
the book. This listing, according to 
information received from the company, 
is compiled from various directories 
(telephone, etc.) and from companies that 
compile similar information for profit 
making ventures. 


Summation: If you want a listing of 
the names and addresses in the book, 
then the $27.50 per copy may not be a 
bad deal. But, if you purchase the book 
with the thought and expectation that it 
has anything to do with the history and/or 
genealogy of the Easterling Family, you 
will be probably be disappointed. 


MILITARY RECORDS 


The last two newsletters contained 
information about efforts being made by 
the Society to compile a listing of the 
military records of our family members 
who have served, or currently serve, our 
country in times of war and peace. The 
motivation to undertake this project 
stemmed from a sincere belief that our 
present day family members could easily, 
and proudly, provide this information. The 
articles that were written to explain the 
importance of compiling a list of this type 
cited the great difficulty encountered and 
the length of time taken to research and 
compile information within the perimeters 
of the Civil War and the incompleteness 
of this work. Thirty, forty, fifty or one 
hundred years from now, the information 
the Society is seeking most likely will be 
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lost and gone forever. Thousands of 
Military Records maintained by the U. S. 
Government have already been destroyed 
by fire. This is, indeed, a misfortune, but 
not near to the magnitude that will be 
suffered as from the loss of information 
caused by a lack of interest on the part 
of family members. 


The Society will continue to 
encourage its members to provide this 
information but in all honesty the 
response has been very dismal and 
disappointing. (Sometimes one has to 
know when to stop beating a dead horse 
to death.) 


RESEARCH CONTINUES 


Mr. Wayne Morse, a certified 
genealogist with the Family Records 
Center in Salt Lake City, UT has agreed 
to begin researching for the Society. As 
most of you know, there are still many 
questions that remain unanswered about 
the first of our family to enter the 
Colonies. We know that the first were 
two brothers, John and Henry Easterling. 
John appears in Baltimore County, 
Maryland in possession of some 1000 
acres of land known as Broome’s Bloom. 
Henry is first found in the Rent Rolls of 
Maryland in Calvert County that is some 
50-75 miles south of John. He is residing 
on 500 acres of land known as Taylor’s 
Joy. They both are members of the same 
Christ Parish Church, located in Calvert 
County. Records reveal that both of them 
are members and have their children 
baptized within this faith. All of this 
information can be found in the Easterling 
Family History. 


Here are a few of the unanswered 
questions: When did John and Henry first 


) 


arrive in the Colonies and upon what 
ship? Was the Henry listed in the Will of 
his father in 1702 the same as the Henry 
that signed the Petition of Inhabitants of 
Craven (NC) Precinct in 1733, the year 
that Rev. Henry was bom? What 
happened to Rev. Henry’s | sister, 
Alathera? Both were placed in the "care 
and custody" of William Bond in 1743. 
What happened to Rev. Henry’s father? 
To whom was his mother married after 
the death of his father? Were there other 
siblings upon whom the Orphans Court 
took no action? Who were the John and 
William Easterling found in so many of 
the land deeds, grants and _ other 
documents of NC? Was Thomas 
Easterling related to Rev. Henry? How? 


The credentials of Mr. Morse 
indicate that he is a very competent, 
thorough and honest person. Several of 
the individuals and families who have 
engaged him to do similar work have 
nothing but praise for his professional 
abilities. All have been more than pleased 
with the results of his efforts. It is 
expected that he will begin his work on 
behalf of the Society in October. 
Members will be kept informed of his 
progress. 


MEMBERSHIP STATUS 


In September the Society sent a 
letter to all members that were delinquent 
in the submission of their annual dues. 
This letter was one that was very difficult 
to write because it stated that those 
members failing to respond by October 1, 
1991, would have their names deleted 
from the mailing list. Since the beginning 
of the Society, newsletters and other 
timely mailings have continued to be sent 
to members. although some were 
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delinquent with their dues 

for as long as 2-3 years. It has always 
been felt that most members failed to 
renew on a yearly basis simply because 
they had forgotten to do so or, in some 
cases, had misplaced the renewal forms. 
It was considered important that the 
opportunity be given to all delinquent 
members to let us know if this was the 
case or whether they very simply had lost 
interest in the activities of the Society and 
were no longer willing to support them. 
Then, too, it is recognized that there are 
some family members living on a limiting 
fixed income and can not afford the 
annual fee. 


Since the Society’s organization in 
1984, there have been 467 members to 
join. As of September 30, 1991 the Society 
has 220 members...the attrition is about 
53%, or more simply, for every two 
members who join, one is lost. Nineteen 
of the 220 members are Life Time 
Members...and this number continues to 
increase each month. 


Are these figures alarming? Yes 
and no...when taken in the context of the 
life expectancy" of the average "family 
organization" they are not. Studies reveal 
that the majority of "newly" established 
organizations, such as ours, are defunct 
after a period of about three years. EFGS 
has passed that statistic. 


The April 1991 newsletter 
contained a questionnaire (survey) form 
upon which members were requested to 
respond to a variety of questions. The 
questions covered several areas of the 
Society, including EFGS Organization, the 
Newsletter, Membership, etc. The intent 
of the survey was not to "scientifically" or 
"surgically" correct any of the latent 
problems that might exist, but rather to 


give members the opportunity to express 
their own personal views on the specific 
issues. While the return of the forms was 
not to the degree and number expected, 
there were enough to determine that 
most of the members found the Society to 
be an enriching organization, yet not 
completely devoid of some problems. 
Most, for example, considered the 
quarterly newsletter to be informative and 
interesting...yet there was room for 
improvement. There were no 
recommendations given for changes in 
the structure of the Society. All 
respondents agreed that a "personal 
family history" was important, but only a 
few had taken the time to write their own. 


Specific to the title of this article, it 
was the overwhelming opinion of those 
responding that members who fail to 
renew their membership should not 
continue to receive newsletters, etc. from 
the Society. This response was tempered 
by statements concerning the reality that 
it is quite possible some members could 
not afford the dues yearly and 
consideration should be granted to 
them...and so it has been. 


The Board expresses its 
appreciation to all of the members that 
responded to the questionnaire. If you 
know of family members that are not 
active in the Society, please encourage 
them to become a participating member.

A young diver had discovered the remains of the crashed bomber. It was about two years before he could identify 
the name of the pilot. With the help of the U. S. Government, he was able to locate him, and they exchanged several very 
interesting and informative letters. : 

After the discovery of the plane, a significant number of artifacts...propeller, 50.cal. machine gun cartridges, valves 
from an engine, etc., were removed. It was then the idea was born of erecting a memorial of sorts to honor all of the men 
of Allied Forces who fought so bravely and made such great sacrifices to bring about the defeat of the Nazi regime. How 
fitting and proper it would be if they could have that American pilot, from whose plane all the artifacts used to make the 
monument, could be present for the dedication. And, so it was. 


The celebration lasted for two days with dignitaries from several allied nations present, with hundreds of local 
villagers and those from the surrounding area. Perhaps more important to the pilot was the chance afforded him to visit 
in the homes of so many of the brave men and women who had helped him escape the ravages of capture and 
confinement by the Germans. 


As an aftermath to this story, it is noted that there was in this village a young French Canadian girl who was posing 
as the wife of a young Frenchman. In fact, they both were very active in the French Resistance Movement. Her given name 
was Jan Marie. A few days after the above events, she was implicated by the German Gestapo in helping a crew member 
of the plane escape. Jan Marie was executed in front of a firing squad for her actions. 


The name of the pilot is Theodore Melvin Peterson (#1x921u). Ted is a direct descendant of Rev. Henry Easterling. 
It is interesting to note that Ted’s third-born child is named in memory of his fallen comrade...Jan Marie.

GENEALOGICAL INTEREST 
SESE 


The level of interest in genealogy among 
the members of our family, or any family, 
is as varied as the number of people of 
which it is comprised. The spectrum of 
this interest can be measured from the 
subliminal to what some would consider 
to be excessive. Recognizably, no two 
family members possess the exact, same 
ilevels...no more so than there are any 
two persons who are exactly identical, in 
all things. 


It is believed that if our Society is to be 
successful; that it will stand the test of 
time; that it will continue to "enrich" the 
lives of its members; that it will be able to 
motivate and inspire others; that it will 
increasingly involve more of its members, 
then, this subject is one that needs to be 
examined, as best that is possible. 


A history of the DAVIS family, written in 
1927, by Harry A. DAVIS, has this as a 
preface:"Those who are regardless of the 
history of our ancestors and _ their 
posterity..who do not look upon 
themselves as a link connecting the past 
with the future, in the transmission of life 
from their ancestors to their posterity, do 
not perform their duty to the world. To 
be faithful to ourselves, we must keep 
our ancestors and posterity within reach 
and grasp of our thoughts and 
affections, living in memory’ and 
retrospect of the past, and hoping with 
affection and care for those who are to 
come after us. We are true to ourselves 
only when we act with becoming pride 
for the blood we inherit, and which we 
are able to transmit to those who shall fill 
our places." Carl SANDBERG, the poet, 
wrote..."when a society or a civilization 
perishes, one condition can always be 


found. They forgot where they came 
from." 


These quotes, clearly, represent a 
chastisement, of sorts, to those who do 
not possess a reflective appreciation of 
their ancestral heritage. They also 
present as something almost 
biblical...that our very existence depends 
upon the constant thought of our 
ancestors. We, alone, must carry the 
“flag"'...it is our duty! 


Some of our members will find 
themselves in agreement to parts, or all, 
of these statements, while others may 
find themselves offended with the 
inferences that knowing something of 
their ancestors is "something that they 
must do." Surely, it would be remarkable 
if all of our family members had "inquiring 
minds" but such is not the case and this 
is a fact that is recognized and 
respected. 


With these, and other thoughts in mind, 
the Society has made an attempt to 
distinguish some of the personal traits 
(as they would relate to genealogy) of a 
selected group of its’ members. If, by 
chance, they could be identified there is, 
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then, the possibility that some "light" 
could be shed on just exactly what it is 
that "turns a person on" to genealogy? 
What keeps the individual motivated? 
How and when did their interest begin? 
How long have they been involved in 
genealogy? It is the answers to these 
and other questions that have been 
received and reviewed for the following 
summary. 


Almost all of the respondents, when 
citing their earliest recalled interest, 
talked of hearing tales and stories of their 
ancestors from their parents, or other 
older family members. Most, also, stated 
that they wished that they had been 
more attentive to the particular facts and 
minute details, as opposed to simply “just 
being entertained " by the stories. Time 
and memory have a way of diminishing a 
iot of the context, and "how they wished 
that they would have someway recorded 
these precious moments." This tends to 
lead one to believe that most of our aged 
family members yearn to 'slip back in 
time" and tell the stories of their youth if 
they could but have someone to listen to 
them...too often it the latter that stymies 
such revered opportunities. 


It became evident very shortly into the 
reviewing process, that once an interest 
was established, by what ever reason, it 
never waned. Although time, on some 
occasions,could not be found to delve 
deeper into their pursuit of genealogy, 
because of job, family responsibilities, 
etc., nothing could diminish the interest. 
One member described his fascination 
with genealogy "as a hobby that got out 
of control." 


Curiosity, plain and simple, acted as a 
catalyst for some. They were intrigued 
by hearing just "one specific thing" of 
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their ancestors and this served as a 
"spark" that would lead them into a life of 
inspired research and study. To amplify 
this, if you were to hear that your 
ancestors arrived into this country as a 
passenger on the Mayflower, would you 
not be 'curious"?Some were more 
explicit. "If it is of little interest to you what 
your ancestors and their times were like, 
then just crawl back in your burrow and 
go back to sleep", said one. 


Patience and understanding! These are 
two qualities that are almost mandated 
for a successfull researcher to possess. 
Most have had to develop these criteria 
as a result of the many disappontments 
they have encountered through the 
years. Understanding that all family 
members are not as eager to reveal, or 
share, their knowledge of family, as are 
others, can sometimes ease the pain of 
disappointment. It must be realized, 
some stated, that there are those among 
us that consider the revelation of their 
own personal history, or that of their 
family, an invasion of privacy and are 
not as eager to share such information 
as others. This is something, also, that 
requires understanding. Not all of our 
family members can recall the events 
occuring within their lives without 
conjuring up unpleasant, or painful, 
memories.."things" that through the years 
have been "blocked out". Understanding 
that there is "no perfect individual, no 
perfect family" is an invaluable tool that 
the researcher must have. Again 
quoting..."It is like it is. If we fail to see 
the innate value in accepting people and 
events as they are, then family history will 
certainly disappoint us. But, when we 
see the foibles, the warts, the 
illegitimacies, the failures, all as part of a 
noble struggle for identity and integrity, 
the most obscure event, the humblest 


service of the veteran. Included in the 
form, also, is a lot of specific information 
such as: personal data (age, height, 
weight, etc.), dates and places of service, 
campaigns, awards, qualifications, 
service schools, military rates (or ranks) 
attained, plus a multitude of other 
distinguishing data. Most veterans of 
WWII were encouraged by the Veterans 
Administration (VA) to have these 
documents filed in the office of their local 
county Circuit Clerks...and most did. 


Pointedly, it is this document that family 
members should try and locate and 
ensure its preservation...along with the 
offical Discharge. If you are unable to 
find these documents you may write to:

In writing, you will want to request a 
Standard Form 180 and a NA FORM 
13075.

PROBLEMS WITH BULK MAILING 
a a TT 


From the beginning, the Society has 
used bulk mailing privileges (that’s what 
they call it) to send the newsletter, and at 
times, other information, to members. 
The advantage of mailing at this special 
rate is the reduced cost per piece - 
$0.167 versus $0.25. There are very 
stringent requirements imposed upon the 
mailer when using bulk mailing. There 
are, for example, several mandates for 
assembling the material to be mailed. 
One of these is that they have to have a 
valid address. Another is that they have 
to be pre-sorted into a mirage of zip- 
codes, and then properly secured into 
various packs. Concern has to be given 
to 3-digit codes, 5-digit codes, etc. 


Perhaps the greatest disadvantage to 
mailing "in bulk" is that if the addressee is 
no longer at the listed address the item 
is "trashed". If it is an inaccurate address, 
the item is "trashed". Hence, the Society 
never knows whether the letter, etc., has 
ever been delivered or not...the items are 
not returned and shown as 
undeliverable, as is first-class mail. 


It is very important that you keep the 
Society informed of any changes of 
address. Doing so will ensure that you 
will continue to receive the timely 
mailings sent to you.

MILITARY RECORDS 
SBA SLB AE Ne LR AO SPE IDS EOI 
Family members who have labored 
through the efforts of gathering 
information concerning an ancestor who 
was in the Civil War will readily attest to 
the tremendous amount of time and 
energy it involves. Easterlings are 
fortunate to have access to a listing of all 
who bear this name who were in the 
Confederate States Army, but there is no 
known listing of those of the Union Army. 


The present day activities of "Operation 
Desert Shield" makes us mindful of the 
opportunities that are available now to 
start compiling a list of our family 
members who are involved in_ this 
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unsettling situation. It also serves to 
remind us of how much present day 
knowledge there is concerning those of 
our family who were in active military 
service during WWI, WWII, the Korean 
and Vietnam Wars. 


In the year 2090, will some of our 
posterity be hampered with the awesome 
task of trying to identify some of these 
loved ones...or is this something that we 
can do now? 


With these thoughts in mind, the Society 
will begin to seek and compile the 
military records of its 20th century family 
members. This is an undertaking that will 
certainly involve all of the members of 
our Society, for it is doubtful that any of 
our family groups have not had a father, 
grandfather, brother, sister, etc., that has 
not been in the active, or reserve, 
military service of our country. 


The personnel records for all branches of 
the military are on deposit at one or 
more locations...depending on the 
specific branch of service, i.e. Navy, 
Army, etc., and if the proper identifying 
information can be provided, copies of 
the records can be obtained. There is a 
nominal fee that is assessed for this 
service. 


It is not known what type of discharging 
information veterans of WWI received, 
but those in subsequent service would 
have been issued a "Statement of 
Service". This particular document has 
undergone some changes through the 
years, first being issued under the name 
of the War Department and then later by 
the authority of the Defense 
Department. The significant aspect of 
this form, by any name, is that it reveals 
a complete summation of the period of 


person, are clothed with dignity and 
merit. There are no insignificant people! 
There are no meaningless events!" 


At the other end of the spectrum, the 
researcher will often times encounter 
elitism. By description, elitism is found 
in some families, or individuals, who 
consider that the meshing of their genes 
with those of another family somehow 
elevates their status. More often than not, 
this encounted attitude presents barriers 
of significant magnitude. Elitisim, one 
stated, is not revealed by words or 
statements, but unfallingly, can be 
detected by acts of omission. "Elitisim is 
dangerous in at least two ways: it either 
kills nascent curiosity, or it subverts its 
original pure motives into egotism." 
Further, "though we may trample around 
on our family history, or ignore it for 
years, someday we will look down and 
recognize the treasure at our feet. Until 
that time comes, we must expand our 
vision, and understand and accept the 
perspective of others looking through 
different lenses." Herein lies the patience 
that the researcher must have, or 
develop, to be effective in genealogy. 


Non-judgemental and prudent! These 
two qualities are considered, also, to be 
essential for the effective researcher. 


Genealogy is considered by some to be 
a science...and it may very well be. In its 
purest form, it does require that an 
individual be determinedly accurate in the 
extraction,compilation and recording of 
information garnered in their research. 

Most records that are placed into public 
domain are done so only after an 
extended period of time. Census records, 
for example, are released for public 
perusal after 90-years. There are 
countless other records that are as 


equally protected under some privacy 
act. While considered a hindrance to 
some, most respondents realize, and 
respect, the restrictive nature imposed on 
family documents, some of which may be 
too sensitive to research and reveal. in 
handling material of this nature, the 
respondents indicate that it is considered 
an imposed personal responsibility to 
display good and sound judgement in 
the dispersal of such data. They also 
indicated that they have no granted 
rights to judge the acts, or deeds, of 
others, as may be uncovered in their 
research. Resoundingly, the respondents 
wanted to know who it was _ that 
empowered them with the majestic right 
to judge, or was such by way of an 
authoritative position granted by an act 
of Divinity? Somehow, they each seemed 
to have missed the appointment - 
probably, "out of town, researching" one 
member stated. 


A Willingness to share! The excitement, 
joy and deep satisfaction of uncovering 
and compiling genealogical information 
can only be exceeded through the 
unselfish act of sharing it with others. 
This is a trait of the character of not only 
the serious researcher, but extends to 
the very roots and foundation of our 
family. How fortunate we are! This writer 
is aware of only two recalled instances in 
which a member was compiling 
information for "self-serving" motives, and 
when you consider the magnitude of our 
total family, this is remarkable. The 
names of these loving, thoughtful and 
caring family members have been 
repeated many times before..."Zeke", 
Roy, Georgette, Henry, Nolan, Ruby, 
Tom, Larry, George, William, and the list 
goes on. It is most worthy of note that 
not one single individual within this list, or 
an expanded listing, has become 
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engaged in genealogy because of 
personal recognition, and this, also, is 
remarkable. As one member stated; "If 
your engine must be fueled by praise, 
you won't get out of the garage." 


Time/money! None of the members to 
whom this question was posed could 
respond with any reliable answer...almost 
as if the question was incidental and of 
no significance. It was evident that they 
had mastered the use of their time and 
were not subservient to other, as they 
put it, less meaningful ventures. One final 
thought for conclusion, and again, 
quoting: "After approriating money to 
attend a family reunion, the cost/benefit 
analysis afterward will have to take 
intangibles into account. It wasn’t Disney- 
land fun. It wasn’t Yeliowstone-exciting. It 
wasn't Caribbean-cruise-romantic. It 
wasn’t  visit-Eastern-Europe-chic. But 
there was something about it, about the 
people, about the stories, about the 
history, past and present, that was 
exclusively, almost frighteningly, yours. 
You are a part of them and they are a 
part of you. After getting over that shock, 
and realizing that there is a palatable 
average in the midst of the 
uncomfortable extremes, you begin to 
find unfathomable and immeasurable 
pleasure, gratification, acceptance and 
fulfilment in being a part of this 
wonderfui family. And after all, that’s what 
we’re here for anyway: to find comfort 
and satisfaction in family life on earth as 
preparation for the eternal joy of life in 
God’s family hereafter."

S. By 1960 this number had decreased 
over 50%...t0 about 3,000,000. Over 66% 
of the people in the U. S. lived on farms 
in 1850; a year in which over 65% of our 
nation’s people were gainfully employed 
in agriculture. 


Counted in these statistics, of course, are 
the vast majority of our own family 
members, most of whom spent their 
entire lives on farms. It is known that 
even today, a rather large segment of 
our family is still engaged in the activity 
of farming, and further, that the chances 
are rather dominate that if you were born 
in the earlier part of this century and not 
on a farm, you are only one generation 
removed from a family that was. There 
are a rather large number of our family 
members that still live on the lands that 
have been within their family for 
generations. 


There does not need to be a discussion 
on how difficult life was for our 
ancestors...farming is hard work, and the 
monetary rewards, more often than not, 
were modest by any standard. Put this 
aside, tho’, and will you find that the real 
blessings and strengths of this wonderful 
land of ours can be found in its soil and 
the hardened, god-fearing people that 
sustained their existence from it.

It is titled, "A Tribute to the American 
Farmer", and if you have ever wondered 
where the character of our family had its 
origin, you may very well find the answer 
in what follows:

THE EASTERLING FARMER 
SL A a TO 
In the year 1920 there were 
approximately 6,518,000 farms in the U. 
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a young reporter for this newspaper and 
preceded the gathering of Susanna’s 
family, of which she appears to have 
been the matriarch...she had thirteen 
children, all of whom were raised to their 
majority, and married. The article, 
specifically, was the result of an in-depth 
personal interview that the reporter had 
had with Susanna, then 84 years old, 
and offers a very good insight into the 
life of this most gracious lady. 


The following are excerpts from the 
interview: 


A kind old woman with a_ sweet 
disposition and friendly as could be, Mrs. 
Willis received the scribe graciously and 
when asked to tell about the War of I860 
lost no time in revealing most unusual 
occurences. Talking slowly, and very 
distinctly it was uncanny how the well- 
learned woman could recall dates and 
figures so accurately. 


She stated that she was about four years 
old when the Civil War started, but 
before it was over she was almost nine. 
"My childhood days were filled with 
terrible happenings as the conditions 
during and after the war brought 
continuous troubles", she said. Soldiers 
camped on a creek near her home which 
was situated back off of the public road. 
Mrs. Willis said that she could hear the 
big guns which were about 25 miles 
away. "Sherman’s army marched by just 
about a quarter of a mile from our 
home," she related, adding quickly, " and 
the soldiers raided our house taking 
everything which we had to eat. Mother 
had a large supply of bacon and had hid 
it upstairs but they found it and took 
every bit of it. They also raked the flour 
barrel clean as well as all other 
compartments where food was kept." 


She declared that she would never forget 
a little while later when an officer of some 
kind, possibly a Lieutenant or Captain, 
visited her house alone. Her mother, 
middle aged, dressed and fixed up like a 
real old woman and had her three small 
children close to her when she 
complained to the officer that she had 
been left with no food for her children or 
herself. The officer promised he would 
make them return some of the food 
which they had taken to the nearby 
camp. The officer also promised her that 
he would see that the soldiers did not 
destroy her home or property by fire or 
otherwise. Mrs. Willis said that they were 
all surprised when sure enough some of 
the meat was returned. Neither was any 
of her property damaged. After the war 
was over she said that rogues and 
robbers were continuously — stealing 
chickens and livestock from not only their 
farm but from others throughout the 
section. She attributed it to the serious 
condition in which the war left the 
country. Her father who lost two brothers 
in action, one other escaping, fought 
through the war but died en route home 
after the peace treaty was signed. She 
stated that during the entire War she only 
saw her father on three occasions when 
he came home on short furloughs, one 
of them being the result of a wound 
which kept him home longer than on the 
other two trips. 


Some of the more pleasant topics 
covered in the interview were centered 
around the invention of the water pump, 
the first ones being made of wood, the 
sewing machine and wood burning 
stoves. Electricity and automobiles were 
also facinations she discussed, and when 
asked if she was afraid of the seeing her 
first auto, she replied "No". In fact she 
said she wanted to ride in one and
